The objective of that 
program is to bring an end to constant trade disputes over 
steel by reversing global trends toward excess capacity, 
greater subsidization and increasingly protected foreign 
markets. Moreover, the relief was granted in the form most 
consistent with the President's belief that government should 
interfere with the market place as little as possible and 
that when government action is necessary, it should 
facilitate orderly adjustment in the industry.
